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FOREST  FIRES 

Our  Most  Shameful  Waste 


Everyone  apparently  fears  fire  but  too  many 
are  careless  with  it.  This  is  particularly  true  of 
fires  in  and  near  woodlands.  Official  figures  show 
that  more  than  98  percent  of  all  forest  fires  result 
from  human  carelessness  and  can  be  prevented. 
Consequently,  we  may  say  "Forest  Fires  are  our 
most  shameful  ivaste." 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and 
their  effects  far  reaching.  Such  fires  destroy  the 
raw  products  of  the  forests,  the  protection  forests 
provide  for  game  and  the  supply  of  ground  water. 
They  upset  local  economies  by  drawing  men  from 
gainful  employment  and  requiring  the  expenditure 
of  public  funds  to  extinguish  them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good 
job  in  keeping  the  size  of  fires  small  but  the  number 
of  fires  is  increasing.  In  1949  there  were  100  more 
fires  in  New  Hampshire  than  in  1948,  but  they 
burned  500  acres  less.  For  the  warden  and  his 
deputies  to  do  the  job  they  are  capable  of,  they  must 
have  the  cooperation  of  the  public — YOU! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is 
PREVENTION— fire  stoppage.  This  is  the  goal 
toward  which  your  local  forest  fire  warden  and  his 
deputies  are  constantly  working.  It  can  be  achieved 
ONLY  if  YOU  and  YOU  and  YOU  cooperate  with 
them.  It  is  worth  YOUR  effort  and  can  be  accom- 
plished by : 

1.  Being  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  wood- 
land, being  particularly  careful  with  matches  and 
cigarettes. 

2.  Securing  the  required  written  permit  from 
the  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow. 
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3.  Insisting  that  others  be  careful  and  comply 
with  burning  requirements. 

4.  Calling  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is 
detected  and  aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  elim- 
inate our  most  shameful  waste.

The  school  board  herewith  submits  its  annual 
report.  The  report  includes  the  treasurer's  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1948  to  June  30,  1949  with 
a  statement  of  expenditures ;  budgets  and  estimated 
receipts  for  the  present  school  year  and  for  the  next 
school  year,  and  a  written  report  by  the  superinten- 
det  of  schools. 

The  budget  for  the  coming  year  must  be  higher 
due  to  an  increase  in  the  rate  of  tuition  for  pupils 
who  are  attending  Whitefield  school.  This  past 
year  the  amount  of  state-aid  was  reduced  from  $7,- 
421.62  to  $4,743.51  as  a  result  of  action  of  the  legis- 
lature in  failing  to  appropriate  the  necessary  funds. 
It  will  be  necessary  therefore  that  the  school  board 
ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $23,558.00  for  school 
purposes  which  will  require  an  assessment  of  $18,- 
333.00.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Dalton: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  annual 
report  relative  to  your  schools. 

Dalton  was  very  fortunate  this  past  year  in 
that  it  was  not  necessary  to  replace  any  of  its  teach- 
ers as  a  result  of  resignations  or  changes  in  posi- 
tions. 

The  enrollment  this  year  in  the  six  grades  in 
the  Dalton  School  is  75.  There  are  seven  Dalton 
pupils  in  the  lower  six  grades  in  the  Whitefield 
School.  There  are  21  junior  high  school  pupils  and 
27  senior  high  school  pupils  registered  in  Whitefield, 
and  one  junior  high  and  two  senior  high  school 
pupils  in  St.  Johnsbury,  Vt. 

The  report  of  the  school  nurse  showed  that  77 
children  were  examined  and  the  following  defects 
were  found  and  reported  to  parents:  Defective 
vision  7,  underweight  3,  diseased  tonsils  27,  de- 
fective teeth  77,  deformity  1,  defective  hearing  1, 
enlarged  glands  1,  and  defective  speech  1.  Since 
the  last  report  the  following  corrections  were  made : 
Underweight  3,  defective  vision  4,  defective  hearing 
1,  diseased  tonsils  13,  and  enlarged  glands  1.  Six- 
teen pupils  were  vaccinated  for  small  pox  and  the 
same  number  received  diphtheria  toxin-antitoxin 
immunization.  Hearing  tests  were  administered 
with  both  the  group  and  single  audiometers. 

The  situation  in  your  school  with  two  grades  in 
a  room  continues  to  be  good.  Satisfactory  progress 
is  being  made  in  all  grades.    The  children  are  inter-

ested  in  their  school  and  take  very    good    care    of 
school  books,  supplies  and  equipment. 

The  condition  of  the  windows  in  two  of  the 
classrooms  deserves  your  immediate  attention.  A 
number  of  these  windows  are  in  very  poor  condition 
and  some  of  them  cannot  be  opened  to  give  satis- 
factory ventilation.  I  recommend  that  you  give 
serious  consideration  to  the  repair  or  replacement 
of  these  so  that  they  will  be  safe  and  can  be  easily 
opened  by  the  teachers. 

We  have  been  notified  that  the  tuition  rate  for 
non-resident  pupils  in  Whitefield  has  been  raised  to 
$125.00  for  elementary  pupils  and  to  $175.00  for 
high  school  pupils.  This  has  caused  a  marked  in- 
crease in  the  budget  figure  for  this  coming  year. 
While  these  figures  are  higher  than  previous  rates, 
they  are  still  well  under  the  average  costs  for  the 
state. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  1948-1949  will  be 
found  in  a  separate  report  as  well  as  a  list  of  tuition 
pupils  for  this  year. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation to  the  citizens  of  Dalton,  the  school  board, 
the  teaching  staff  and  other  district  officers  and  em- 
ployees for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.
